Future Farmer Banquet 
Is Attended by 125 



One lone dissenting vole was cast 
at the special election held Tuesday 
at the Antioch Grade school to de- 
cide whether or not the school board 
would be empowered to issue bonds 
in the amount of $150,000 and build 
an addition to the present building. 

187 voters 1 exercised their franchise, 
with 182 ballots marked "Yes," 1 
marked "No" and 4 ballots spoiled. 
The spoiled ballots were marked to 
indicate that the voters wished the 
board to build the addition, but did 
not vote in -favor of the bond issue. 

Although the amount to be raised 
is considerably more than the esti- 
mated cost of the addition to be built, 
grade school board members point 
out that the cost of equipping the 
new building will be considerable 
and that some of the equipment now 
in use is obsolete and worn out. The 
low rate of interest offered was an 
inducement in -favor of going ahead 
with the plan now, they said. 

The now building will include be- 
sides four new classrooms, a cafeter- 
ia, kitchen and an auditorium. The 
present building was constructed In 
such a way as to make the addition 
without disturbing the present build- 
ing in any way, the plans for the 
original building having been made 
with an eye to future enlargement o£ 
the structure.

Speech Correction 

Expert Addresses 

Grass Lake P. T. A. 



Miss Lucille Waters, who has spec- 
ialized in speech correction phase of 
education, spoke before the Grass 
Lake PTA at a meeting held last Fri- 
day. 

Miss Waters told of the work that 
is currently being done along this 
line* at Plato Center, 111., schools 
where she is employed. She told 
members of the PTA that speech 
correction is a new field, and that it 
was only during the past few years 
that the importance of correction of 
speech defects was realized by educa- 
tors. 

Her talk included a list of the most 
common defects in children's speech 
and told of corrective measures em- 
ployed as well as. giving suggestions 
for home treatment of the retarded 
children. About ten dollars per year 
per child is the average cost of 
speech correction training, she said, 
and added that 90% of cases were a 
result of mal-use of normal struc- 
tures and were thus responsive to 
corrective measures. 

Since much of the trouble arises 
from imitation of older persons who 
do not speak correctly, she urged that 
all parents strive to set good exam- 
ples, ior infants who are. just learn* 
ing to speak. * ;

Why Continue The Fairy Tales? 

A now national wage-price policy has been form 
ally announced. It is to provide quicker settlement of 
wage problems, give prices increases where hardship 
exists, and encourage all-out production. 

To the person wiio is paying higher prices and 
wages today than ever before, and who is cither not get 
ting goods which have been forced off the market by pro 
hibitively low prices, or who is getting an inferior 
quality of goods which have to be manufactured down 
to an artificial price standard, the talk about "holding 
the line" while announcement is made of new plans for 
adjusting wages and prices upward, sounds like a play 
on words and an insult to public intelligience. 

Why not tell the truth and admit that we have 
inflation and that the only way to control it is to stop 
Federal deficits, reduce Federal expenditures, and en 
courage production, with wages to be increased as out 
put per man rises? 

All the fine-spun theories in the world will never 



circumvent these facts any more than It will ever be 
possible to raise yourself by your bootstraps. 

* * * 

Suicide Or Peace 

There appears to be a willingness in this country, 
at least on the part of the people, to sacrifice some 
sovereignty and make other substantial concessions on 
trade, territorial and political questions, if it will help 
establish permanent peace. There is no question whatso- 
ever but that isolationism died with the dawn of the 
atomic age, except in the minds of a few wishful think- 
ing escapists. 

The really big question is how to apply the new 
American attitude to world affairs". And even this tough 
nut must be cracked or the hope of peace will give way 
to another deadly armament race which, as Chancellor 
Robert M. llutchlns of the University of Chicago, warns, 
"will end all hope for civilization." 

Professor llutchlns tells what an atomic armament 
race would mean: "One airplane can destroy a city, 
even if 09 are shot down. . . . The atomic bomb can be 
smuggled into a country by agents in peacetime, planted 
in a convenient location, and detonated at a convenient 
time. . . . Since the agent who plants it will not leave 
his calling card, we may be unable to tell whose agent 
he was. 

". . . An arament race in atomic weapons is one 
everybody must lose. To start such a race is madness. . . 
The alternatives before us now arc suicide or peace. 
Those who now indulge in loose talk about settling 
International differences by force must realize that 
force means war. War means atomic bombs. And atomic 
bombs mean suicide."
